A. V Kinney, manager of Prorturp Con - 
tftlners. Inc., at Welsor, and Idaho memhpr 
of the government economy committee of 
the National Awociatlon of Manufacturers, 
has warned that the American people are 
faced with the tragic prospect of our dollar 
being worth only about 28 cents by 1865 if 
the purchasing power of the dollar continues 
to decline it has in the past 13 years. 

Kinney bases this statement on a review of 
the dltninUhlng purchasing pnwer of the 
dollar, which has dropped from lOO cents in 
1639 to 53 cents today. 

According to Kinney, the loss ol the dol- 
lar's purchasing power, has been brought 
about by the deficit spending policy of the 
federal government, which has plied up a 
public debt from less than 41 billion dollars 
In 1939 to some 260 billion dollars today, of 
which Idaho's sharfl Is 833 million. 

He pointed out that a J280 monthly in- 
come for a family of four "won't go as far 
today as J130 monthly In 1930 because of In- 
flation and increased federal Income taxes 
since that time." 

"Moreover," he added, "the wage earner 
has nothing to show for his Increase in ex- 
perience and skill during the past 12 or 13 
years." 

Startling as It may seem, as Kinney points 
out. the burden ol federal taxes, direct and 
Indirect, has become bo great that today the 
average Idaho family pays more In taxes 
each year than It pays for food! 

"Millions of Americans today are fighting 
a losing battle to get along on savings, pen- 
sion and Insuranoe dollars worth Uttte more 
than half- of their 1639 value," he reasoned. 

"It is true, as the politicians say, that 
people never had so much money.^a5, they 
have today. But, as these comparative figures 
ihow, much of our so-called prosjlerlty . is 
an Uluilon. No true, sound prosperity Is 
achieved b7 government policies that con- 
tinually cheapen the value of the dollar. 
There must be an end to the federal govern- 
ment's excessive wasteful spending of dol- 
lars It doesn't have. Deficit spending -In- 
evitably spells more Inflation." 

That's a hard and cold fact that hasn't 
seeped Into the American people's minds 
luffloiently to call a halt to the great spend- 
ing spree by the present administration. 
They have been more Interested In what 
they seem to be getting for nothing from 
the government, a clever scheme which the 
master planners have worked to perfection 
(or 20 years. 

Sometimes It takes an Indirect develop- 
ment to arouse the average American mind. 
American tourists going Into Canada this 
summer, for instance, had their eyes opened 
Just a bit. When they found that their dol- 
lars were not equal to .Canada's on the rate 
of exchange, instead of it being the other 
way around not so many years ago, it be- 
gan to dawn on them that our country's 
financial rating apparently is not quite as 
good as the Hew Dealers would like to have 
them believe. In fact, it was a little embar- 
rassing for them to fork over the difference, 
when not so long ago It was difficult to pass 
Canadian money In this country. 

But that's only one slight maiilfp.stntlon 
of the embarrassment we aro bound to .suf- 
fer In much greater ways it ull ihl.i waste- 
fulness, corruption and Irreapon.ilblllly in 
our national government la permitted lo con- 
tinue,

Both Icltes and Chapman, on fuel ciara exer- 
cised this power over the coal mlnoa on aeverol oc- 
casions, alao mlng thalr authority to ralae wasea 
durlni the period of Bovemment occupation. 

Ohapman li a "big government" advocalc, which 
Stevenion laya he li not. 

. NON-BEOREGATION— In accord with hia theory 
of BOvemment control of natural resources, Chapman 
gpearheadj the admlnlitratlon movement for Icderat 
ownership of oil Udelands. a seiultlve subject In Calif- 
ornia, Texas and Louisiana. Although Stcveruoa want« 
a settlement satiEfactory to all clalmanta. Ohapman 
Is a "no compromlae" man on this subject. 

AlUiough bom In Virginia, the secretary ot the In- 
terior U the leader ot the antl-segregatlon drive 
In the District of Columbia. He alms to make the 
natlon'i capital a model tor simitar lirtlng of racial 
tMtrlotioni throughout the coimtry. He Inilsta on 
non-tefresatlon In Washington's parlca, playgroiinda. 
swimming pools, schools, fire department, etc. 

CONSULTANT— Ho now has Involved 3t«venson In 
this controversy. AB&lnat considerable oppoaltlon, he 
has named Or. Joseph D. Lohman. Chicago, as head 
of the new national capital planning commission. 
Lohman has served as Stevenson's adviser on racial 
relations. 

The appointment has stirred protests because, ai 
Ohspman's racial consultant several years ago. Loh' 
man accused Washington businessmen of "promoting 
segTegfttlon for business purpose.'^." 'When his recom- 
mendation led to minor rloti at several swimming 
pools, he conducted a course for instructing Interior's 
park police on how to handle such outbreaks. 

He save Washington a miserable summer without 
Improving relations between the races. His return 
ll not Welcomed by numerous civic groups. 

REWARD— Prominent Democrats now are buulng 
Springfield to aicertaUt Just -what rola Ohapman 
will play In the Stevenson entourage. They realize— 
and nope— that he may have been chosen merely for.
